The ucaptal piracy: of* the Doulas 4.3. Haiching; 
brilliantly repulzed by ‘the supremely heroic efforts ‘of her 
officers, hut unfortunately attended by terrible loss of life and 
and ‘a devastating blaze which swept through the forepart of 
‘the. vessel and all but robbed her gallant officers of the fruits 
of their victory, represents one of the most sensntional episodes 
inthe annals of China Const Shipping. 

The full story is unfolded today. in the course of a ‘series 
of interviews with the Hai¢hing’s gallant def paces and three 
American Iudy passengers, ‘who had’ a ter fying ordeal. It 
reveals that not one tragedy but several separate and distinc’ 
‘tragedies. occurred in different parts ‘of ‘the ill-fated ~ vessel 
while the batdle wus raging, and afterwards, when the outbreak 
of fire caused a terrible panic among the three hundred"or so.

Direetly they realised the futility of their attempts to’take 
the bridge by storm, the pirite gang, which originally dumbered 
about thirty, set fire to the bridge from the cabins below, first 
swilling the region with kerosene. 

A terrific .blaze wis soon set up and the horrors of the 
night, battle were intensified by the uproar among the deck- 

passengers, Nothing could. keep them in contro! and: it: is« 
probable that some,of those wounded were ‘hit by running into 
. the ,cross-fire in thelr panic. 

The blaze got such a hold thal the aren Captain O. H, 
Farrar, ordered the officers in the forepart of the vessel, where 
the conflagration was out of control, to abandon ship, while he 
stayed on board and covered their retreat, Soon afterwards, 
othe destroyers brought by the frantic, wireless sigmals from 
the Haiching brought the lony-looked-for succour,
